ANY attempt to assess the state. of | 

affairs in China should carry the | 
warning that it is extremely difficult to 
obtain a rounded, objective picture of 
conditions and trends in Communist 
China today. 

In some respects, Hongkong now re- 
sembles Lisbon during the last war.
